A DANE’S DEATH. 
The Melancholy Story of 8 Financier’s 
on. 


From the New York World. 


A little after 8 o’clock yesterday morning 
Nicotai Gedalia, a Dame, twenty-three years 
oid, killed himself at his residence, No. 349 
East Fifty-eigbth street, by shooting him- 
self in the rigbt temple. A servant heard the 
sound of the shot, and running up to young 
Gedalia’s room, found him lying dead. A 
five-chambered revolver was clutched ia his 
right hend. The suicide’s brother, Uhur-es 
Gedalia, notified the police, and through 
them the Coroner’s office was informed. 

Young Geaalia lived at the house with his 
mother, brotber and two sisters, the family 
occupying the third floor. Nicolai Gedalia 
was a mining stock broker, and his suicide is 
aitiibuted to losses which he incurred in that 
business. He bad been brought to this coun- 
tr) by his father, Solomon, three years ago, 
and had obtained employment as a clerk in 
the cflice of W. W. Hanly, at No. 60 Broad- 
way. Heearned the reputation of being 1 
sharp, honestand enterprising youog man, 
aud did weil. About eighteen months 
ago he set up in_ business on his 
own acecunt. his office being on the third 
floor of No. 70 Broadway. He bought a seat 
in tbe Mining Exchange and foratime dida 
a good business. The mining stock market 
became Cull, Gedalia had no capital and his 
speculations resulted in loss. Two weeks 
ago 200 shares of stock were sold “‘under the 
rule” for bis accouut. His friends came to 
his assistance and the difficulty was tided 
over. It was bis iniention then te sell out nis 
seat, but he could not do s0 advantageously 
and heldontoit. Forthe last ten davs he 
bad not been to his office and had been in a 
despondent mood. 

An acquaintance of the famiiy said yester- 
day that Solomon Gedaiia, Nicolai’s father, 
was a noted Danish financier. He wasofa 
; oor Jewish family in Copenbagen and was 
apprenticed in early life to a saddler and 
jeatned the trade, but was discontented with 
ii and deveted his time to continual buying, 
':rteripg anc borrowing. Finally, when ne 
had «a sacdler’s shop of his own, be carried on 
Withitthe business of discounting notes. 
this was pearly forty years ago. In due 
course of iime Gedaia establisbed a banking 
house. It was avery modest bank at first, 
Lut the business and his reputation for sa- 
gacity grew, ard it is said that when the 
liotbsehnilds wan'ed an agent fortheir house 
in Denmark wWedalia was teleci:ed. Ge- 
cGalia dealt principally in Gevernment 
securities and made money when American 
securities were floated ia Europe during the 
war. Gedalia took them up, made a market 
for them in Denmark and increased his for- 
tune. In 1870 he negotiated a large loan for 
the Austrian Government, and for his serv- 
ices was created a Baron. He also tran~vact- 
ed financial business for the Portuguese Gov- 
éerpment, and wa- sosuccessful that he was 
mace Consul-General of Portugal at Copen- 
hagen, withtbe rank of Ambassador, and 
was also created Knight of the Order of Je- 
sus, The new Ambassador’s namethereupon 
became a jestin Denm«rk. He was ridiculed 
aud caricatured for accepting the decoration 
of the Order of Jesus. He was a He- 
brew, and whenever he was questioned 
about the Order of Jesus, his answer invari- 
ably was, ‘*Was not Jesus a Jew,too?’ He 
prospered continually and received several! 
Denish orders. In 1875 he gave up his legiti- 
mate business and built several small lines of 
railroad on bis own account, especially inthe 
islands of the Province of Zeeland. But the 
1ailroad did not pay, and he lost nearly all his 
fortune. In 1877 he cemeto America with 
his family with the intention of establishing 
a banking-house here. Hjg family consisted 
of bis wife, two sonsand two daughters. 
He did not succeed here as he expected, and 
returned to Demark, leaving his family be- 
hind. He is now in Copenhagen at the head 
of a bankine-house. A year ago 

had trouble with his part- 
rer, Which erd:d in a Jaw suit. Mr. 
Gedsiia pleaded bis owo case and wonit. It 
is seid that he bas ree>vered most of his large 
foriime. Nicolui wss bis youngest son and 
bad been brought up an accountant in bis 
ather’s bank. His brother Charles is weil 
to do and the whoie family are in very good 
circumstatces. It is claimed by his relatives 
that death was accidental. Three or four 
nontbsago burgiars broke into the house and 
stole a good deal of property. Nicolai after 
that bougbta pistol, which he kept iu bis 
reo. It was with thisthat he killed him- 
self. His indebtedness to the members of the 
Mining Stock Exchange is small.

The 
work proving too laboricus, she left her place 
and came to this city and went to livein East 
Twenty-sixth street with a lady she had 
known in the Old Country. She paid her way 
until ber slender purse was exhausted. Not 
wishing to be an encumbrance, she next 
pawned her clothing and other 
personal effects. Thursday evening she 
overheard a remark by the husband of 
her Jandlady which gave ber to understand 
ibat she was no longer welcome asa guest. 
She then kft the house and wandered about 
the streets. not knowing whither she was 
voing, unti), footsore and weary, she reached 
Madison square. Seating herself on one of 
the benches ber friendless and forlorn condi- 
tion so impressed her thatshe gave vent to 
her sorrowsintears. A lady, a stranzer, 
kindly accosted ber and requested to be made 
acquainted with the cause of her grief. Mary 
told the lady of ber troubles and her symp:- 
thetic listener became interested in her pa- 
thetic story, Sbe toak her toa restaurant, 
where sbe gave her a giass of brandy, ordered 
her to be served with food and on parting 
gave her fifty cents.

itas they did last winter. It is not under- 
stood, however, that Jim heene is io this last 
move. Thefeeling is said to be extre:nely 
bullish in Chicago, most of the operators 
there looking for much higher prices than now 
prevail. They expect comparatively light re- 
ceipts from the ccuntry, tor, thouzh stocks 
hela at country points are liberal, yet litcie is 
coming in orexpecred. One reason for this, 
it is thought, is that there is not near so 
much wheatin the Northwest as first estimates 
mnade out there was.

WATER. 


It is Badly Needed at Some of the 
City Institutions. 


The Health Commissioner’s Efforts to 
Avert a Possible Catastrophe. 


Health Commissioner Francis, to-day, ad- 
dressed a letter to Muyor Overstolz concern- 
ing the alarmirg scarcity of water at the 
Female Hospital, asking that some immediate 
relief be given. It appears that for a 
year or more there bas been too smalia sup- 
ply of water at tne Insane Asylum, the Poor- 
house fand the Female Hospital, al! of which 
are situated in the same locality. They have 
been served all along through the regular 
city water pipes, which were long ago extend- 
ed to that neighburhood, but the ground 
upon which these pubiic institu. 
tions stand is very high, anil is 
is with great difficulty that the water from 
the Compton Hill Reservoir is forced up there. 
Especially bas this trouble been experience: 
since the great ircreise in water consumption 
throughout tne city. As already Known, th» 
city government has been much wor- 
ried by the fact toat even 
many residences. on Garrison and Grand 
avenues were not properly supplied with 
water owing to the fact that they sre on high 
rround, aud the question of an extension of 
the Water-works 1s one that muat be dis- 
posed of in ashorttime. Health Commis- 
sioner Francis says that there 
MUST BE SOME IMMEDIATE IMPROVEMENT 
in the supply for the city institutions bamed. 
Ax long ago as September last he ad- 
dressed a lengthy coinmitnication 
to Comptroller Adreon on the suiject, ask- 
ing that be use his endeavors to secure an 
appropriation to build some pumps and cis- 
terns. Asaresult thereis a ciausein the 
appropriation bill now pending be’orethe 
Municipal Assembly providing that $4,800 
sbali be expended for this purpose. Until 
this money is zvVailable, and until the works 
are actually put up and in operation, the In- 
sane Asy um, the Poor-house and the Female 
Hosp:tal will be iz an embarrasse condition. 
The:e are about 1,275 persons in these insti- 
tutions,and most ofthem are sick or helpless, 
so that an extraordinary amount of water is 
needed. Therearealso fifty head of cows, 
fifteen hesd of herses and a _ large 
number of hogs taat must get 
their watersiupply here. Health Commis- 
rioner Fraccis says that from 65,000 to 75,000 
gallons of water are 

NEEDED EVERY DAY, 

and that not over 40,000 gailons a dav are re- 
ceived at present, and that bit Jittle over 
balf the actua! need is supp!i: d §The greite-t 
dangerisfrom fire. Dir. Francs sivs that 
the Female Hospital was entirely withon’ 
water last night, and that if a _ fire 
had breken out, notwithstanding «a 
complete supply of tanks, buckets, 
stand-pipes and hose, it would bave been im- 
possible ever toextinguish an tire, however 
smali. The posibility of tire under such eir- 
cumstances i- enough toexite the gravest 
apprebensions, not only becuse of the lives 
that would re imperiled but beeause of the 
frightful loss of property. Mr. Francis will 
no coubt receive tie cordial suppors of aii 
good citizens in his efforts to averi 
the danger. He willspend the money to be 
appropriated by the Assembly in erecting 
some powerful pumpsonthe!ow grounds 
just nomhof the Insane Asylum, by which 
water will be taken from the pipes and forced 
into eiterns, from Whence itcan be drawn 
for use in case of an emergency or wheuever 
needed.

Vance, With every probability of still bigher 
prices, as receipts were smali and expecied 
to continue so, and rumors floating aro ind of 
a “*squetze’’ inthis option, the shorts be- 
came apxieus and tinally made overtures to 
the principal long fer asettiemeat. Chicazo 
was the first to weaken, the St. Louis shorts 
following them ciosely. The party tor whom 
McCormick & Co had bought mast the oat; 
wished to hold on and squerze the shorts, 
but McCormick & Co. dissuaded him from sv 
doing, and persuaded him to meet the shorts 
in their request for a seitlement. Last 
Weduesday, when the ma.ket tad reacoed 
its top hoteb, most af the opiion contracts 
were setuied. Two hundred: thoussana for 
Chicago sports at 32 1 2c. and most 
of the St. Louis’ contracts at 321 2 to 325-8>. 
Meanwhile McCormick & Cv. had obtained 
rai] rates totbe Fast that enabled them to 
ship out a good deal of their cash oats, and, 
taking advantage of this, they sent away 
about 600,000 bushels. They were unable to 
get off all their stock, as their freight con- 
tract expired yesterday evening. Seeing that 
they could not Joad out all the cash they held, 
they quietly went to work and+old for No- 
vember and the vearat from 313-Se to 8le. 
and to-day giving notices for delivery on 
these options, they fioally cleaned fup every 
bushel they held and got out of the deal nice- 
iv. It is understood that the profiis of the deal 
amounted to some $4,000. The November 
deal was managed in excellent style bv the 
longs, and a good deal of the credit for its 
successful end is due to Pete McMorrow, the 
young man who attends to McCormick & 
Co.’s option and cash Susiness on the floorof 
the Exchanve.

THE LAW’S LOGIC. 


Wakefield, the Missouri Lottery, 
and Police Commiessicners. 


Interesting Decision of the Court ef Ap- 
peals—Notes From the Circuit 
Courts To- Day. 


Gets His Reward. 

Judge Lewis delivered the opinion of the 
Court of Appeals, all the judges concurring, 
in the case of the State ex rel. N. M. Harris 
against the Charter Oak Life In<urance Com- 
yany of Connecticut. On Ausust 3. 1877, 

‘illiam S. Relfe, Superiniendent of the [n- 
surance Department of Missouri, 
revoked the certificate of authority 
or license of the company to do a Jife insur- 
ance in this State, and no.new license -had 
been granted since then, The law pvrovi-ies 
that where no lie: nse is enj ved a fine of HW 
sbali be paid by any person or corp»ration 
going an ipsurance business, uwalf to 
go to the State and h:if to 
the informant. N. M. Harris declared that 
since the revocation of their license the 
Charter Oak Life Insu: ance Comp:ny bad in- 
sured the liie of John S:uup contrary tothe 
stutute, and one hundred and ‘wenty others, 
ou eacb one of whieb he claimed bis reward. 
The company claimed that th: vy nad an attor- 
ny or representative here, and that by their 
cbarter they are allowed to do apn 
ipsurarce business in every State 
of tte Union. The jucgment of the lower 
Court in favor of the d+ fendant was afiir.ned, 
the Court holding that the law, ax contained 
inibe 52d seetion of Wagner’s Statues, was 
not formed tuimpose penalties ou forriza 
vorporation fer issuing policies under 
circumstances described in the petition. 
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$500 for Malicious Prosecution. 

August Zimmer was a constable in whose 
hards Charles McLaran placed a claim of 
$78 40, for collec\ion. Zimmer cou'd not get 
the money without levving an execution, 
which he accordirgly did and recovered the 
money, paving 0 to McLaran’s 
attorney and retaining $8 49 ~= for 
certain expenses.

But even this, it is said, 
‘*is a reflection upon the industry ard abili- 
ty of our legislators.” It is generally held, 
bawever, that on agreement which. in 
effect, provides for “the sale ofan inaivid.- 
ual’s personal influence to procure the pas- 
save ofa private iaw by the Lezi-la ure, is 
void, #s being inconsistent with public 
policy.”’ 

‘Legislators should act witha single eye 
to the true interest of the whole people, and 
courts of justice can give no countenance to 
the use of means which mav subject them to 
be misied by the pertinacious importunity 
and indirect iwfluences of iaterested and un- 
scrupulous agents or solicitors.’? 

There is no reason why the same principles 
should not be strictly applicable to solicita- 
tions or personal iofluence used with the 
Board,of Police Commissioners. Those ofti- 
cers hold a high and responsibie trust. They 
are presumed to know their duty to the 
public, and to perform it in all proper dis- 
cretion and good fsith. A contract whose 
object is to bring to bear uponthem motives 
to action proceeding from a different source, 
and upen the instigation of interested 
partics, is contrary to public policy, and can 
obtain no judicial recognition ina civil suit. 
It is by no means material to find that the so- 
licitation or influence was to be used to in- 
duce the Commissioners either to violate the 
law orto refrain fromso doing. Like lezis- 
lators, they must not be improperly actel 
upow, even for the doing of that which they 
bave a clear right to do. It is there- 
fore of no consequence in this case 
what bad been previously decided as to tne 
legality ofthe Missouri State Lottery by the 
Supreme Court of the State. Tae Circu't 
Ceurtfonund, as a matter of fact, that the 
money Was paid to defendant for hia iafluence 
in *‘controllipg”’ the Police Commissioners, 
and not for any legitimate service as attorney 
atiaw.
